Thirty  years  ago  women'*  clnbe  scarce¬ 
ly  existed;  already  their  name  is  legion. 
There  ia  scarcely  a  town  or  village  in  the 
conntTy  that  has  hot  or  will  not  soon 
have  one  or  more  snch  organization*  of 
women.  At  preqeat  few  of  these  associ¬ 
ations  hate  given  any  attention  to  puli- 
tics  or  th*  science  of  government.  But 
sooner  or  later  th<*v  will  be  impelled  to 
»Jk>  ao  by  the  pressure  of  circumstances. 
Their  private  and  public  interests  will 
awoken  them  to  their  need  of  direct 
power  in  shaping  legislation. 

Therefore  we  welcome  every  one  of 
these  women's  clnbe,  however  conserva¬ 
tive.  as  an  involuntary  ally— the  May¬ 
flower  club  ho  less  than  the  independent 
women  voters  of  Button  or  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  School  Suffrage  association. 
Cven  the  remonstrants  are.  in  a  broad 
sense,  promoters  li  the  womau  suffrage 
movement.— Boston  Woman’s  Journal. 

WoMa’l  Ileatrnettv*  Occupation*. 

Very  little  is  known  of  the  danger  to 
life  and  health  that  exists  in  many  occu¬ 
pations  where  women  are  largely  em¬ 
ployed.  In  England  a  league  has  been 
formed  to  call  attention  to  the  facta  of 
the  case,  aud  Mrs.  C.  Mullet  has  made 
extensive  investigations. 

In  the*  linen  trade  the  flax  ha*  to  be 
left  to  *uak  in  the  water,  and  rheuma¬ 
tism,  bronchitis  anil  pneumonia  seize 
upon  the  women  who  have  'to  deal  with 
it  in  this  stage.  In  the  flax  carding  de¬ 
partment  the  fine  dust  produces  lung 
disease  and  kills  its  victims  at  80.  In  fur 
cape  making  the  odor  and  the  fine  fluff 
are  both  extremely  injurious.  A  singu¬ 
lar  injury  is  caused  to  artificial  flower 
makers,  especially  those  employed  in 
making  white  flowers  by  gaslight.  The 
dry  dust  causes  inflamed  eyelids,  aud  the 
work  is  so  trying  that  women  are  worn 
out  long  before  middle  age.  In  the  china 
trade  the  clay  dust  settles  year  by  year 
in  the  lnngs  until  consumption  results. 

In  the  white  lead  trade  horrors  are 
found  quite  equal  to  those  of  the  phos¬ 
phorous  match  trade.  Lead  is  in  itself 
highly  poisonous,  and  the  most  danger¬ 
ous  parts  of  the  process  of  making  the  or¬ 
dinary  bine  pigs  of  lead  into  the  deadly 
white  carbonate  is  carried  on  by  women 
because  it  requires  leas  muscular  strength 
than  the  rest.  Cakes  of  lead  are  put  to 
ferment  in  tan  and  acetic  acid  for  three 
mouths,  and  then  the  cakes  have  to  be 
grubbed  out  of  the  mixture  by  hand, 
the  poison  getting  under  the  finger  nails. 
After  being  ground  to  powder  under 
water  the  dishes  of  damp  lead  have  to  be 
placed  in  a  stove  to  dry  foe  a  fortnight. 
The  worst  part  is  when  these  poor  women 
have  to  take  away  the  dry,  hot.  white 
carbonate  of  lead  from  the  stovee.  Even 
the  muftled  heads,  the  woolen  respira¬ 
tors.  the  sack  overall*  fail  to  keep  out 
the  deadly  dust.  They  rarely  live  many 
years.  Sometimes  a  few  weeks  or  months 
bring  on  the  gvmptoms  of  acute  lead 
poisoning,  to  which  they  rapidly  suc¬ 
cumb.  This  white  carbonate  of  lead  is 
used  for  glazing  china  and  enamel  ad¬ 
vertisements.  The  only  safeguard  would 
be  in  prohibiting  the  manufacture,  and 
It  would  be  possible  to  do  so,  for  various 
substitutes  are  already  in  the  market.— 
New  York  Sun.

A  Londou  Artis*. 

Force  of  circumstances  ha*  driven  an 
English  woman— one  Mrs.  Coleman — to 
adopt  the  unusual  occupation  of  pave¬ 
ment  artist  a*  a  means  Pi  earn  a  living 
for  herself  and  l*-r  sick  husband.  She 
t*  probably  the  hf»t  gentlewoman  to  at¬ 
tempt  this  calling,  which  i*  one  of  the 
common  street  sights  of  Londou.  though 
ouroparativelv  unknown  here.  It  is  es¬ 
timated  that  tbe^e  are  about  300  jtersons, 
men  and  lads,  in  the  English  metropolis 
earning  a  living  at  this  trade  of  drawing 
pictures  on  the  pavements  and  collect¬ 
ing  pennies  from  the  crowds  that  gath¬ 
er.  Colored  chalks  are  nsed  and  very 
realistic  scenes  sketched,  many  of  the 
artists  being  genuinely  talented. 

A  shipwreck  of  any  sort  of  marine  pic¬ 
ture  is  a  popularf  subject,  the  blue  of  the 
sea  and  color*  of  the  ship  and  sky  all  be¬ 
ing  faithfully  reproduced.  The  exciting 
happenings  of  the  day  are  seized  upon, 
too,  the  face  of  a  murderer  or  the  en¬ 
vironment  of  any  thrilling  occurrence 
Iwuig  promptly  brought  out.  Formerly 
the  business  wa*  conducted  ou  a  sort  of 
system,  “pitched"  or  good  vantage  points 
being  regulittly  preempted  aud  respect¬ 
ed  by  the  other  fuembers  of  the  fraterni¬ 
ty.  Now.  however,  the  increased  num¬ 
ber  of  pictures  to  b  had  in  all  prints, 
even  the  cheapest,  lias  had  a  depressing 
effect  on  the  pufsuit.  .Still  ou  fair  days 
Mr*.  Coleman  earns  on  an  average  $1.33 
a  day.  and  when  it  rain*  she  *tay*  at 
home  and  pnqiaires  her  chalks. — London 
Correspondent. 

Mm.  Vouny'i  Petition. 

Mr*.  Virginiaj  D.  Yonng  of  Fairfax.  8. 
C..  inspired  by  ^he  evnuiph*  of  Mrs.  Jose¬ 
phine  K.  Henry.of  Kentucky,  petitioned 
the  Sonth  Carolina  legislature  for  the 
right  of  suffrage.  She  said:  "I  have,  in 
the  eyes  of  the |  law,  committed  but  one 
crime,  that  of  being  born  a  woman.  I 
am  taxed  without  representation.  1  am 
governed  withoOt  my  consent,  thus  nulli¬ 
fying  the  sacred  principles  of  democracy. 

I  hereby  protest  against  the  humiliation 
of  being  1  lass**!  politically  with  insane, 
criminals  And  }dlots,  a*  well  as  against 
the  injustice.”  The  petition  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  all  the  South  Carolina  jiapers, 
and  although  the  legislature  adjourned 
without  taking  action  upon  it.  it  haa 
done  much  to  promote  the  discussion  of 
the  question.  Mrs.  Yonng  is  doing  a 
great  and  good  work  in  the  state  for  the 
enfr;uichiseme*t  of  women,  and  we  are 
sure,  if  she  was  allowed  to  vote,  she 
would  exercise1  the  privilege  with  much 
sounder  common  sense  than  some  men 
exhibit.— Aiken  Journal  and  Review.
